NEW YORK, 
May 
31.—Although 
Colonel Roosevelt has declared that 
the chances are a thousand to one 
that he will not go to the 
Chicago 
convention, Medill McCormick, after 
interviewing the Colonel at the Out­ 
look offices this afternoon refused to 
deny that Roosevelt may lead 
his 
own forces in Chicago. Under pres­ 
sure Roosevelt admitted that he may 
yet change his plans. 
Reiterating his determination as to 
no compromise regarding 
delegates, 
Roosevelt wired his Ohio 
manager, 
Walter Brown, stating that he would 
not sanction any agreement. He said 
Ohio supported him by thirty thou­ 
sand plurality and that to 
concede 
Taft a single dolegate-at-large would 
be to frustrate the people’s will. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt’s 
telegram 
to 
Brown, read: 
"I have just seen a telegram from 
the President to Arthur Vorys declar­ 
ing that he would tolerate no com­ 
promise in Ohio. Until I saw the tel­ 
egram I had never heard a suggestion 
there was to be a compromise. I as­ 
sume that such 
suggestions 
came 
from the Taft forces. In the Aret place 
I would not consent to any compro­ 
mise. 
Second, we carried the Ohio 
popular primary by 30,000. 
Any a t­ 
tempt to give Taft a single delegate- 
at-large would mean a deliberate ef­ 
fort to defraud the people by trickery 
and nullify their expressed will. The 
President has no moral or equitable 
claim to a delegate from Ohio. Wish 
this issue clearly made;

stand 
for the right of the |ieople tb choose 
their own candidates and to have the 
delegates carry out their choice.”

The complaint is sworn 
to by Mrs. Dora Hambleton, a widow, 
of W est Third street, 
who 
alleges 
that her daughter, Helen Hambleton, 
was mistreated at Macdonald’s home 
on Sunday, May 12. 
Macdonald says that 
he 
was in 
Los Angeles seeking another position 
as teacher, until 
Sunday, 
May 22, 
when he went north and was a t his 
father’s home when he was Informed 
by a friend that the police were hunt­ 
ing for him. 
“I am n6t guilty,” said Macdonald. 
"and I came back to Aght the charges 
to the bitter end." 
Many of the details of the Incidents 
having to do with the affair are ad­ 
mitted by Macdonald. 
He says that

It was about 4:16 o’clock when Mar­ 
tin rode to the Palmer tract ta bls 
automobile with his mother. A few 
minutes later he climbed into bis ma­ 
chine, and was off for a aeriea of 
dips and quick turns. On hit seeond 
trip he took Grover E. Bell of San 
Francisco, as a passenger. Bell re­ 
cently bought a biplane from Martin, 
the one that Mias Blanche Scott baa 
been using In exhibitions. 
On hip third flight, T. E. Stephen 
son, city editor of the Register, was 
a passenger. Martin took him up SOO 
or 400 feet on a Journey over the race 
track, where one of the races was 
just being finished. Returning, the 
aviator shut oft Ma motor for a long 
glide of three-fourths of a mile. Trim 
ming the barley, the motor was again 
■tarted In front of the crowd gather­ 
ed at the edge of the tract. 
"It was a great ride." said Stephen 
son. "Martin did not put me through 
any of the extreme stunts ha gave 
Captain Vim at Balboa. I had abso­ 
lute confideaee ta Martin’s ability. 
When he invited me to take a ride, 
I accepted. I borrowed a esp, and ou 
Martin’s advice pot it on beek ward 
and pulled it down tight The lift off

WASHINGTON, May 29.—“Congress 
might as well pass a bill prohibiting 
vessels from 
flying 
the 
American 
flag as to charge tolls for American 
ships engaged in the coast wise trade,” 
asserted William It. Wheeler of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
at a hearing recently before the Sen­ 
ate Committee on Interoceanic ca­ 
nals. Wheeler declared 
the 
result; 
would be the same in both cases, on­ 
ly the method would be different. 
“By the first,” said Wheeler, “the 
American merchant marine would be 
driven from the seas by Congress and 
by the second it would be driven from 
the oceans by the railroads.” 
Contradicting the assertions of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company that 
cost to the consumer would not be af­ 
fected whether or not American ves­ 
sels were 
charged 
tolls, 
Wheeler 
pointed out that a toll of $1 per ton 
net additional cost of $2.50 a ton to 
the register would result in an ulti­ 
mate consumer. 
“No railroad owned 
ships 
favor 
free tolls,” said Wheeler, “and it is 
obvious that the railroads want high 
tolls to protect the transcontinen­ 
tal freight 
rates. 
The 
merchants 
themselves are not interested in the 
toll question, but the producer and 
consumer are vitally interested, 
es­ 
pecially the former, as 
low 
traffic 
rates expand his markets.” 
Wheeler laid stress on the testi­ 
mony of J; C. Stubbs, general traffic 
manager of the Harriman lines be­ 
fore tbe Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission recently in which Stubbs not 
only admitted but openly boasted that 
it was the policy of railroads to con­ 
trol their water 
competitors; 
that 
this was the general policy of the 
railroads. 
“This is official evidence, taken be­ 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission,” declared Wheeler. 
Referring to the New York, Orient 
a1 
and 
San 
Francisco 
incidental 
ateamship scheme Wheeler said the 
existence of such a scheme had nev­ 
er been known before the San Fran­ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce and oth­ 
er commercial organisations on the 
Pacific Coast had adopted resolutions 
against allowing railroad owned or 
controlled vessels to use the canal. 
“This was a scheme by which the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company pro­ 
posed to circumvent these protests by 
pretending to operate a foreign line 
with stops at San Francisco.” 
Taking up the contention 
of 
the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company that 
foreign capital would build and op 
orate ships through the Panama Ca 
nal lf railroad-controlled lines are pre­ 
vented from using the canal Wheel*/ 
•aid: 
“We welcome the 
investment 
of 
foreign capital in American ships the 
same as We welcome foreign capital 
in American railroads.” 
Wheeler declared that he believed 
the prospects to be good, 
the 
bill 
passing the Senate.

PERSONALITY O f TEACHERS 


Teachers, whether la pubHe Behoot? 
college or university, are just human 
beings. 
Naturally they are not 
all 
perfect and perhaps none of them 
ever approaches 
'perfection; 
Indeed 
some of them sometimes go quite to 
the other extreme. But most of them 
are pretty 
well 
Informed 
in 
the 
branches of knowledge they 
teach 
and most of them have earnest pur­ 
poses back of their work. 
Despite these facts, there Is a feel­ 
ing among parents, pupils and stu­ 
dents, and some teachers, too, that 
pupil and teacher never come 
into 
close enough personal relations. The 
teacher rarely learns a pupil’s ambi­ 
tions, hopes, beliefs and pet theories. 
The pupil does not always get from 
the teacher the moulding inftuence of 
personality and character that closer 
contact would bring. 
It is indeed a strong 
personality 
that can span the gap of formality in 
class room lectures and recitations. 
Many teachers possess such person­ 
ality. 
Men who rarely 
meet 
their 
pupils at conferences or outside the 
class room may still live long In the 
memory of the pupil. Where classes 
are large, personal contact Is almost 
Impossible. 
In the smaller classes, 
the teacher can spare more time to 
each pupil. 
No matter how exerted, the 
fact 
of personality is one of the strongest 
advantages any school, college or uni­ 
versity has to offer. 
Graduates 
re­ 
member certain teachers long 
after 
they have forgotten what the teacher 
so carefully taught them. 
They re­ 
member bim as a man of Ideals, as a 
man of character, as a man 
to 
be 
studied. Few men ever graduate from 
any school without 
carrying 
away 
with them some such memories, per* 
haps not of more than one or two 
teachers, but nearly always of some 
one. 
After all, the facts a man gathers 
at school, the 
information 
assimi­ 
lated, are not the essential points of 
education. The average graduate car­ 
ries away hazy ideas of text 
book 
knowledge. 
But there is that unde­ 
finable “something” that goes to make 
up the fruits of the years in school 
that stamps one as an educated man 
so deeply that clothes or surroundings 
can not hide the fact. 
If it isn’t the 
effect of contact with personality tha£ 
counts, what is it?

PASADENA GIVES SURPRISE 


Riverside Press: All Southern Cali­ 
fornia was surprised when it was an­ 
nounced a few days ago that Pasa­ 
dena had voted “wet.” 
To be sure 
this wetness was not of the type made 
familiar in some of the saloon towns 
happily not very common in Southern 
California, but still the vote provides 
for a more liberal policy in the han­ 
dling of the liquor problem. 
Tbs question was submitted to the 
voters as an alternative proposlttoa— 
those favoring a more liberal policy 
in regard to the liquor question being 
backed by a strong organisation of 
business men under the designation 
of Citizen’s association taking 
one 
side, and those who-favored absolute 
prohibition lined up solidly on 
the 
other. 
The Citizen's 
association 
amend­ 
ment to the charter known as Amend­ 
ment No. IO, polled a total of 5339 
votes in favor, and 4979 votes were re­ 
corded against it. 
The prohibition amendment, known 
as No. ll, had 4780 votes in Us favor, 
and 530t> votes against it. 
Pasadena lias up to this time 
li­ 
censed the sale of liquor by 
drug­ 
gists, hotels and restaurants. 
The 
big hotels charged that such restric­ 
tions. however, were placed 
ou the 
traffic that they were compelled to vio­ 
late the law or Bee guests go else- 
where where they could enjoy priv­ 
ileges 
they 
were used 
to. 
They 
claimed during the 
winter 
season 
they lost hundreds of guests on this 
account, and this fact gave birth to 
tho Citizen's association. Tho amend­ 
ment adopted will permit hotels to 
serve liquor in any form with meals 
at fill hours. 
Tho amendment providing for tbs 
commission form of government wa* 
adopted by a big majority—5647 votes 
being cast in favor of it, to 2386 votes 
agsinst. 
The amendment providing for tho 
direct nomination at primaries of all 
municipal officers was also adopted. 
It is estimated that the 
election 
will provide municipal aid of 95008 to 
915,000 for promotion work for tho 
city, n fund that win be available for 
general publicity and promotion work. 
Another fund- of from 96668 to 910,660 
i year for the use of charity workers

support and assistance of the organi­ 
sation on whatever route may be de­ 
termined as best by the State High­ 
way Commission. 
This action 
ap­ 
parently settles a question which 
.threatened to array the cities of the 
Interior against those along the coast 
and work serious Injury to the effect­ 
iveness of the association. 
The meeting was held in the Odd 
Fellows' Hall at Westminster, 
and 
was attended by about ninety visitors 
from all parts of the county. A re­ 
liant. suck as they are Justly famed 
nan served 
by the 
ladles 
of 
Westminster. 
The business session was called to 
order by President A. I. Stewart 
of 
Fullerton, and W. T. Wardle of West 
mi na ter welcomed the visitors In a 
few well-chosen words. The response 
was by W. A. Cornelius of Newport 
Beach. 
Freight (tate Matters 
On the roll call of committees A. 
A. Mills of Anaheim, for the commit­ 
tee on railroads and transportation, 
made a report of the progress of the 
movement to secure adjustment 
of 
freight rates in and out of 
Orange 
County. 
He cited several favorable 
decisions which have recently 
been 
made, covering 
points similar 
to 
those at issue here, and strongly ad­ 
vised that active proceedings be taken 
up. He said there was every pros­ 
pect that Orange County would meet 
the same success as in the cases cit­ 
ed. and that by proper effort every 
freight rate in and out of the county 
could he put on a fair basis. The 
matter was allowed to go over until 
Ute neat meeting in order that the 
full committee may consider it and 
report such steps as may me deemed 
advisable.

Que Stern of Fullerton offered a res­

Florida set a pace for tourist adver­ 
tising. It drew thousands upon thou 
sands of people each winter to that 
peninsula. This was well and good- 
good for the hotels and Inns. Ane for 
the merchants, excellent for the trans­ 
portation lines. But the winter influx 
aroused the eager attention of land 
aharka, and they baited these tourists 
with strange tales of the possibilities 
of Florida real estate. The 'suckers' 
swallowed this alluring bait. 
were 
caught high and dry, and went moan­ 
ing back, to destroy, in great part, the 
tremendous legitimate advertising that 
the southeast shores had secured. 
Florida harmed Itself In this way 
and at the same time did some dam 
to California. Yet the tourists 
who came here and began to doubt 
fully buy parcels of land and grew 
orchards and build homes found that 
tho Southlaffd they were not 
stung;' that real estate was legit! 
mate and real estate men generally 
honest. 
They brought 
back 
thilr 
friends and convinced them. And so, 
because It Is founded on truth and 
fact, as well as on climate; because it 
Is not a web spun to catch speculative 
flies, 
Southerland 
California 
bas 
grown In a wondrous manner, and 
Florida Is still apologetically trying to 
live down its past record. One section 
blessed with climate and damned by 
i real estate leeches; the other Is 
blessed with both climate and natural 
conditions that need no exaggeration 
Some day Florida will begin again to 
grow, but It will be after the present 
generation has forgotten Its blighted 
history, as wall as its blighted orange 
crop#."

Famous Treasures 
When King i.enry VHI gave one of 
his favorites, Richard Page, a chunk 
of the land he had stolen from the 
abbeys near London, he did not ap­ 
preciate the amount of work he was 
piling up for the present day courts. 
Nor did he imagine that the land 
would be worth $160,000,000 today, 
else that greedy monarch would prob­ 
ably never have parted with it Yet 
that is the reputed value of the por­ 
tion of west and northwest London 
and county of Middlesex comprising 
the Page estates, and despite endless 
lawsuits nobody seems to know 
to 
whom it really belongs now or who 
is pocketing the revenues. 
There are several iamous lawsuits 
which crop up periouicaliy in Eng­ 
land. One is the Jennings case, in 
which the descendants of a certain 
Richard Jennings have been 
trying 
for 170 years to establish their claim 
to the earldom of Howe. The Cur- 
zon-Howes are still 
earls of Howe 
and owners of the Howe estates and 
it looks as though they would con­ 
tinue so. 
Then there is the 
Bruce 
case, Involving a claim to the Duke 
of Portland’s estates and title, the 
last hearing of which was notable for 
the exposure of the 
perjurer Cald­ 
well, who escaped an English jail by 
being kept in an American lunatic 
asylum. But the most famous of all 
is the “Page Millions" case, in which 
the various litigants are iii the habit 
of sueing each other indiscriminately 
and perennially. 
Tile bone of contention is a will 
made iii 1829 by Henry 
Page, 
the 
then holder of the property, in favor 
of one Henry Young. The proi>erty 
was then mostly 
undeveloped 
land 
and was valued at 
something 
like 
$25,000, but the advent of railways 
and modern building operations has 
transformed it into some of the most 
valuable land in Loudon. The valid­ 
ity of the will is questioned on the 
ground that Henry Young used un­ 
due influence aud did. not prove that 
will properly, and alternately 
that 
tile real fleury Page carelessly died 
some fifteen years before the will was 
drawn up 
Nobody has been able to 
establish this, however, and the will 
has been allowed to stand, but the 
estate now seems to have been hope­ 
lessly engulfed in the mass of liti­ 
gation, 
leases, 
assignments 
and 
claims of intestate heirs. The lat­ 
est litigant, Mrs. Charlotte Tarpen- 
den, 
sued a descendant of 
Henry 
Young in respect of the will, but the 
defendant possesses only a fraction 
of the estate. President of the Pro­ 
bate Court Sir Samuel Evans turned 
down the petition in the usual man­ 
ner, wearily remarking that he wish­ 
ed he knew where the estate was and 
to whom it belonged.

seems to claim proprietorship of all 
these millions,” he observed sadly, 
“someone 
might 
distribute 
amoug us.”
